1. ACCORDING TO AFL-CIO REPRESENTATIVE ANDREW MCLELLAN, THE 
US WORKER REPRESENTATIVE TO ILO GOVERNING BODY, BERT 
SEIDMAN, SUPPORTED THE PROPOSAL FOR A MISSION TO CHILE, AND 
THAT IS STILL THE AFL-CIO POSITION. 

2. TO EXTENT THAT GOVERNMENT OF CHILE APPEARS TO BE 
COOPERATING WITH ILO, THE PRESSURE OF ATTACKS ON GOC AT THE 
INTERNATIONAL LABOR CONFERENCE CONVENING IN JUNE WILL BE 
LESSENED. MOST EFFECTIVE DEGREE OF COOPERATION WOULD APPEAR 
TO BE GOC AGREEMENT TO ACCEPT VISIT OF COMMISSION. WE WOULD 
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POINT OUT THAT SR. MONTT BALMACEDA, CHILEAN MEMBER OF THE 
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EMPLOYERS GROUP OF THE ILO GOVERNING BODY IS WELL INFORMED 
ON ALL ASPECTS OF THIS SITUATION AND IN A GOOD POSITION TO 
GIVE HIS GOVERNMENT GUIDANCE ON THE LIKELY OUTCOME OF 
VARIOUS COURSES OF ACTION THAT GOC MIGHT TAKE. RUSH 
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
